The exercises were very enter- 
taining, and proved ‘o all the proficiency 
and faithfulness of the kind teachers. 
It is impossible for us to give 2 fullidea 
of the examination to those who have 
not been so fortunate as to Witness sim- 
ilar performances, 

Classes in History, Geography, Arith- 
matic, Composition, and Grammar 
passed a rigid examination and aston- 
ished all who attend with their admira 
ble promptness and correctness in 
answer, 

Step by step in the exercises our 
wonder increased that so much could 
be accomplished under such great dis- 
advantages. We more and more ad- 
mired the patience, devotion, skill and 
efliciency of the Board of Instruction.

A correspondent furnishes us the fol- 
lowing: 


LOCKVILLE AND ITS SURROUNDINGS. 
few days since, business led me to 
visit this village on$Desp River, an en- 
terprising place, and destined at no 
very distant day to become a place of 
importance. 


The brief ivspeciion cf an hour, 
though enough to impress me so fayor- 
vorably, forbids a minute description of 
its enterprises. 

There are several steres and two or 
three mills. The River is spanned by 
an elegant bridge. The mills are run 
by the finest water power in the world, 
capable of driving any amount of 
machinery. 

There is no good reason why this 
should not become a great manufactu- 
ring centre. It is the dividing liue be- 
tween the pines and oaks—between the 
cotton, grain, corn growing and Tur- 
wentine sections—at the head of steam- 
boat navigation —and a rail road ready 
to do the bidding of shippers—an in- 
exhaustible supply of the best coal just 
where it is needed, with three or four 
hundred thousand tons lying there 
ready for use. Ifany one could desire 
more advantages--well, he can find 
them at Lockville. 

I had the pleasure of meeting our old 
friend Silas Buras, who carried me on 
the steamer lying jusi§below the bridge 
and in other respects I enjoyed his 
courtesies. 

You will just here please excuse a 
digression which is not intended tor the 
old gentleman’s eye. A strange dream 
or other equally delusive prognostic 
has lead the old man to think that he 
is going to be Superintendent of Public 
Works in North Carolina. What a de- 
lusion! As you walk alopg with him 
you may occasionally hear him syllable 
Se-park. Now and then, evidently, 
Separk’s ghest looms up before him,and 
like Banguo’s 1t will not down at his 
bidding. 

But to the boat. It has every conve- 
nience (like ary other boat); but the 
most interesting part to me was the 
the cooking apartment, where supper 
Was preparing (I was hungry). Weilas 
I was not invited to remain for supper, 
we left, uncar by Mr. Betts showed me 
one fifth of an acre in clover from which 
at the first mowing he harvested 950 
pounds of cured clover.

Now, Mr. Editor, if you ever have 
occusion to go to Lockville, cali on 
Capt Exline, a most affable eentleman 
—who lost an arm at Sharpsburg—and 
who now lodges at the Hotel—the house 
where Cornwallis lodged and tried to 
rest during his tlight trom@uilford C H., 
pursued, as he was by the biacksmith, 
Gen. Green. But we will leave General 
Green to follow him and Ill return to 
Capt. E. LIasked himto recount to me 
the particulars of his exploit with oid 
Mr. Alcott in Deep river a year or two 
since. As many of your readers may 
not have heard of it at the time, by 
your permission (and without his) I 
repeat the substance. 

Capt. E. and Mr. Alcott wishing to 
go across the river launched a little 
canoe, and in the midst of the river, 
water twenty feet deep, they discovered 
that the boat was evidently sinking. 

The old gentleman, Mr. A., saic he 
could not swim. Capt. E. as the boat 
went down, told Mr. A. to hold to it 
and keep his head above water till he, 
with one arm, could swim ashore, a dis- 
tance of two hundred feet and bring 
another to him. 

It was not far aboye the dam, the 
boat and man were drifting down. Capt. 
E. reached’ the bank and looked back 
to sce Mr. A. who in his fright had let 
loose the boat, sinking, drowning. 

Capt. E’s boat was chained and lock- 
ed. <A little man, with one arm, yet he 
succeeded in breaking the chain, and 
hurriedly shoved his toat from shore, 
but alas, he had neither paddle nor 
pole. Heroically he paddled with his 
one hand to the spot where he last saw 
the drowning man. Fortunately, he 
discovered the skirts of his coat near 
the surface of the water. He attempted 
to draw him in the boat, but it also 
being a small one, dipped water at 
every cffort. If he had had two hands 
he might have held with one and pad- 
died with the other. But you have 
heard how he lost one. Managing to 
get the drowned man’s arm between his 
knees he held it thus and oared with 
the one he had, be reached the bank at 
the end of the dam, dragged the dead 
man to land and by rolling him and by 
every resort by which a drowned man is 
brought to life, in about thirty minutes 
the heart throbbed, the pulse began to 
beat and old Mr. Alcott thus had his 
life given to him by Capt. E. wao thus 
showed himself no less a hero in water 
than in war.

| Wake Forest COLLEGE CoMMENCE- 
MENT, JUNE 20TH.—The Com- 
mencement execrceises opened with a 
meeting of the Board of Trustees, in 
the College Chapel at 11 o'clock, A. M. 
Dr. W. T. Breoks in the chair, 


~The annual reports of the Presiffent, 
Bursor and Treasurer were received, all 
of which were highly encouraging. 

Over one hundred students had been 
in attendance the past session. 

The financial status of the Colleve, as 
reported, is greatly improved. 

The Agent of the College, Rey. Juno. 
Mitchell, reported. he had secured 
$12,000 towards the endowment fund 
in less than twelve Months. 

It was proposcd t&enter at once upon 
extensive improvemefAts upon the Col- 
lege and campus, and Dr. Pritchard of 
our city was made the chairman of the 
improvement committee. 

The Trustees determined to make an 
earnest and vigorous effort to secure a 
liberal endowment for the College. 

The usual scholastic degrees were 
conferred upon students who were pro- 
ficients in certain schoois of the College, 
and the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity upon the Rev, N. W. Wilson, 
of Richmond, Va., formerly of Chapel 
Hill, N.C. 

A. Committee was appointed to 
establish a low denartment in the Col- 
lege. 

The address before the Alumni Asso- 
ciation was delivered last evening by 
the Rey.

The theme was weil chosesa—Svwc- 
cEss IN Lire, and was most ad- 
mirablely treated. .It was chaste in 
diction replete with wisdom and give 
evidence of unusual apperence and acs 
curacy of scholarship. ‘The manner of 
delivery was very fine and the entire 
speech well sustained, We propose to 
cive our readers a general synopsis of 
this plendid effort of Mr. Shucks in to- 
morrow’s issue, It will be remembered 
by many of our readers, the peculiar 
history of this distinguished young 
divine. His father the Rev. J. 
L. Shuck, was the first South- 
ern miisslonary to 
who with his estimable and devotedly 
pious lady, worked faithfully in this 
fruitful vineyard cighteen years. On 
his return to this country, the subject 
of this notice was born on the high 
seas While on the passage. He was 
educated at this College, and graduated 
with distinetion in the class of 1856, 
after a residence of several years 1a this 
State, first a Professor in the Mills Fe 
male College at Oxford, and afterwards 
Principal of the Madison Male Acade- 
my, he moved to Charleston, S. C., 
where he now resides.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Speech of Gov. Randoiph. at the 
New Jersey Demagcratic Conven- 


TRENTON, June 26. 

Goy. Rando!ph, on taking the Chair, 
said: At this time, when our Cemo 
cratic brethren in other States seem to 
have become touched with the tever of 
political revolution, our action, ordi- 
narily discreet, temperate and dispas- 
sionate, will be looked to with more 
than ordinary interest. In proportion 
as other States have giyen hasty utter- 
ances of opinion and preferences, we 
should give sober and_ thoughtful 
utterances at Bakimore. The Conven- 
tion will be composed of men who have 
higher motives than merely to “ beat 
Grant.” These motives will be to beat 
a corrupt and despotic administration, a 
chief magistrate who has brought his 
worse military habits of thought 
and action to the administration of civil 
affairs, With Grantism beaten, we know 
no worse can come and believe better 
can behad. That we shall obtain at 
Baltimore all we deem desirable does 
not now seem probable, unless some un- 
expected reaction occurs. The action of 
the Convention is a foregone conclusion. 
If endorsed at Baltimore, I deem Gree- 
ley’s election assured, but if defeated 
there, his chances are unworthy atten- 
tion. well known tiat my judg- 
ment has been against the endorsement 
of the Cincinnati dicket. 
The Governor proceeded to State the 
purpose of the recent Fifth Avenue con 
ference. Heclaimed that this confer- 
ence, Was nota fiasco but a success, 
because it concentrated reliable infor- 
mation asto the weakness or strength 
of the Cincinnati ticket in nearly every 
State and this gave a basis for the 
decision that no new ticket could be 
now named witha political advantage. 
I think a more suitable romination and 
more acceptable cendidate te the great 
body of the Democratic voters could 
have been found. I know that wes hall 
be charged with placing our life long 
opponent at the head of our columns in 
the day of almost assured victory. All 
this is true, but it is equally true that 
Greeley will only take the leadership of 
a party that clects him after be has pro- 
nounced himself fully in favor of such 
old fashioned Democratic principles as 
hostility to centralization, opposition 
to Federal interference in State and 
local affairs, condemnation oi the sus- 
pension or the writ of habeas corpus, 
full support of amnesty, a rigid adhber- 
ence to the ciyil service reform, opposi- 
tion to the bayonet election laws and 
the like. Now it Greeley can accom 
modate himself to such unpromising 
Democratic views as these, we can ac 
cept his converson even if it be a trifle 
sudden and unexpected.

Littlefield says Swepsor paid Holden 
$30,000, and it is believed it was in this 
transaction—by which they stele away 
the education of our poor boys, 

The Conservatives were elected in 
1870—there were received for school 
purposes during the year ending Sept. 
30, 1871, $229,990, and. there were dis- 
bursed during that year for school pur- 
poses, $175,000. 

We do not know yet what amount of 
money will be expended for common 
schools in this State during the current 
year, but it will be fully as large as last 
year. 

The cause of education can never suf- 
fer at the hands of Conservatives. They 
will neither misappropriate the sacred 
fund—nor misapply 1t.
